“I THINK THIS is a great, good 
country,” says a Rumanian woman, 
a short time resident in Alberta. 
“When my babies are born, I go 
to the hospital, and have the same 
care as anyone. “If my babies are 
sick the doctor comes as quick 
as to any other baby. If they are 
not even much sick they can go to 
hospital so cheap, and such good 
care. They make no difference in 
this country from rich and poor, or 
foreign speakers or Canadian.” 

This little song of praise, expres- 
sed in broken English, left no 
doubt of the sentiment of the speak 
er. She is going to be a Canadian 
and train her husband and child- 
ren to full appreciation of their lot. 
The first roots of her allegiance 
were struck in an Alberta Munici- 
pal Hospital. where she was treat- 
ed “like a lady”. 

Becuase of the treatment which 
she and hers have received from 
doctor and hospital, more than 
through any other reason, she finds 
that Canada is “good country.” 
There are all sorts of ways of mak- 
ing good loyal citizens, 

But this Roumanian womah does 
not realize the full extent of her 
good fortune in having settled in 
a section of Alberta where a muni- 
cipal hospital and a medical con- 
tract are both operative. Alberta 
has taken the initiative for ahead 
of most provinces in instituting 
municipal hospital schemes. 

But, even at that, there is, as 
yet, no complete coverage. The 
areas which boast of this socializ- 
ed service are blessed, and the 
fewer areas in which a_ medical 
contract complements the cheap 
hospitalization, are doubly blessed. 

These combined benefits remove 
to a great degree ,the worry which 
accompanies any serious or pro- 
tracted illness — the worry of how 
to meet the high cost of illness. 
Visitors from other parts of the 
Dominion and other countries 
find in the set-up which operates 
so successfully in Alberta, a solu- 
tion of one of the most harassing 
troubles of mankind.

Twenty years ago, the munici- 
pal hospital was regarded as a dar- 
ing experiment. It was a rural 
recognition of a great need, met 
by expression of confidence in the 
land, the type of settlement, and 
the future. The confidence has 
been fully justified 

The annual municipal hospital 
tax may vary in districts, but may 
be set roughly at a minimum of 
$6.00 for town property, and ap- 
proximately the same on a quarter 
section. Those who are not prop- 
erty owners purchase an annual 
service ticket, round $6.00, which 
entitles the families to the dollar- 
a-day rate on the same basis as the 
1ox-payer. 

In certain areas of the province 
the doctors, during depression 
years, came forward with a gesture 
of co-operation, offering family 
contracts for $25.00 annually, cash 
in advance. There are few families 
that do not normally require an- 
nual medical service considerobly 
beyond this modest sum. 

And it can be imagined what a 
field day was in store for a large 
family still fully equipped with 
appendices, tonsils and such super- 
fluities, The benefits to the large 
famfly are apparent, to the doctor 
less obvious. But the spirit of ser- 
vice undimmed amongst country 
doctors. 

The difficulties and handicaps 
of none too skilful home nursing 
have been largely done away with. 
There is not such a tendency to 
postpone treatment till some criti- 
cal condition literally forces peop'e 
to the hospital at point of death.

The Editor, 
Dear Sir:— 

I have seen several letters in print 
recently from England where the 
news Of courage of. the-people has 
brought.a heartening sense to this 
continent, I think you might be 
interested in the news that has 
come from my friends and family 
in England. 

My sister in London writes that 
she has twice had her house on 
fire from incendiary bombs. By 
quick action of themselves and the 
neighbors, they were able to bring 
the fires under control. The roof 
has a hole in it; the carpets are 
ruined; the furniture damaged; but 
she says “we'are still going to stay, 
so long as the house stands.” 

From friends, in whose home 
they practise a modern version of 
the old-time family prayers, comes 
the following letter:— 

“Our charlady came in white-fac- 
ed and shaken after the first nights 
heavy bombing. All her memor- 
ies of air-raids in.the last war had 
been revived by the bombs which 
shook the public shelter where she 
spent the night. After a cup of 
tea and a chat, we all listened to 
God together. Later, the charlady 
said ‘Thank God for keeping us 
safe last night. I can face it to- 
night with Him. Couldn’t the child- 
ren in the shelter be moved into an 
inner room, under another part of 
the building, away from the noise 
of the grown-ups.” The news next 
morning reported bombs had fall- 
en in her area, but when she ar- 
rived at work she was radiant and 
unafraid. The children had. been}. 
moved, and two hours after a di- 
rect hit had destroyed part of the 
building above the shelter. In their 
safe room the children had slept 
(peacefully; in the shelter she had 
been able to calm a hysterical gir), 
and within ten minutes the whole 
‘room was quiet. Since _ then, 
bombs have often fallen close by, 
but she finds she can rest confi- 
dently, and be a source of strength 
to all”

“I THINK THIS is a great, good 
country,” says a Rumanian woman, 
a short time resident in Alberta. 
“When my babies are born, I go 
to the ‘hospital, and have the same 
care as anyone. If my babies are 
sick the doctor comes as quick 
as to any other baby. If they are 
not even much sick they can go to 
hospital so cheap, and such good 
care. They make no difference in 
this country from rich and poor, or 
foreign speakers or Canadian.” 

This little song of praise, expres- 
sed in broken English, left no 
doubt of the seritiment of the speak 
er. She is going to be a Canadian 
and train her husband and child- 
ren to full appreciation of their lot. 
The first roots of her allegiance

COURAGE OF LONDONERS

The Editor, 
Dear Sir:— 

I have seen several letters in print 
recently from England where the 
news of courage of the people has 
brought a heartening sense to this 
continent. I think you might be 
interested in the news that has 
come from my friends and family 
in England. 


My sister in London wri that 
she has twice had her h on 
fire from incendiary bombs. By 


quick action of themselves and the 
neighbors, they were able to bring 
the fires under control. The roof 
has a hole in it; the carpets are 
ruined; the furniture damaged; but 
she says “we are still going to stay, 
so long as the house stands,” 

From. friends, in whose home 
they practise a modern version of 
the old-time family prayers, comes 
the following letter:— 

“Our charlady came in white-fac- 
ed and shaken after the first nights 
heavy bombing. All her memor- 
ies of air-raids in the last war had 
been revived by the bombs which 
shook the public shelter where she 
spent the night. After a cup of 
tea and a chat, we all listened to 
God together. Later, the charlady 
said ‘Thank God for keeping us 
safe last night. I can face it to- 
night with Him. Couldn't the child- 
ren in the shelter be moved into an 
inner room, under another part of 
the building, away from the noise 
of the grown-ups.” The news next 
morning reported bombs had fall- 
en in her area, but when she ar- 
rived at work she was radiant and 
unafraid. The children had been 
moved, and two hours after a di- 
rect hit had destroyed part of the 
building above the shelter. In their 
safe room the children had slept 
(peacefully; in the shelter she had 
been able to calm a hysterical gir), 
and within ten minutes the whole 
room was quiet. Since then, 
bombs have often fallen close by, 
but she finds she can rest confi- 
dently, and be a source of strength 
to all.”
